(Previously presented) The kit of Claim 290 wherein the post-translationally- 
modified albumin is cysteinylated albumin.

304. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 231 further comprising one or more additional 
containers holding one or more additional binding partners specific for one or more additional 
post-translationally modified proteins, and the instructions direct that the additional binding 
partner(s) is(are) to be used to detennine the quantities) of the one or more additional post- 
translationally modified protein(s) present in a body fluid of an animal in order to diagnose, 
monitor or predict multiple organ failure.
